(BY OUR SPECIAL COMMISSIONER.) 


Whatever else the — strikes in and 
around London may ul — produse there is 
ene result which they have al: brought about 
ef the very highert value. I refer to the interest 
=the lively and intelligentinterest— which the 

blie are taking in these disputes between 
employers and employed and in the great and 
continuous struggle between capital and labour 
e| which these disputes are the outward and 
yieible sign. And what is the explanation of this 
lively and intelligent public interest in the affairs 
ef the workers? There were strong men before 
memnon, and able and courageous strike 

ers led their hosts to victory long before 
John Burns and Henry Champion were born. But 
the pablic took little notice of their labours and 
fent bnt little sympathy to their cause. And the 
pue mas not that the cause of the workers was 
rving of public aympathy thon than 

mow, nor that tho leaders wore less true; 
for the condition of the people, say, forty 
ears ago Was as miserable as it is to-day, and the 
rs of the Chartist movement of 1848 were not 
inferior, either in ability or disinterestedness, to 
the leaders of the dockers' strike in 1889. What. 
chen. is the explanation of tbe difference in the 
ublic attitude on labour questions? The answer 

s very short and very simple: it is summed up in 
one word, education. The present labour disputes 
pnay be said to be the first, of any magnitude, 
that have arisen in the lifetime of tho presen! 
generation, and the present generation is the first 
that has had th» advantage of an efficient national 

ucation. It is nearly twenty years since, by Mr. 
oreter's great Education Act, board schools were 
established in the land, and the present genera- 
tion of young men, who are already affecting our 
public life, and who will by-and-bye control it, is 
the firet that has had the advantage of the en- 
lightened and beneficent scheme. Nor has the 
school been the only instrument of national 
education. The press, the cheap daily and 
weekly press, has also borne its part in what 
may almost be called the sacred work, and the 
result of the combined labours of school and 
newspaper is that the generation which we have 
growing up amongst us, has its faculties of per- 
ception and appreciation sharpened to a point 
that was never attained by our ancestors. And 
it is out of that sense, that quickened sense of 
ag aver and appreciation, that comes this new 
and intelligent interest in the affairs of the 
workers that we ece around ns to-day. It is felt. 
mot very clearly, perhaps. but very strongly, that 
there is something wrong in a state of society 
where the lot of the mauy is toil, hardship, and 
uffering, and the lot of the few is idleness, 
uxury, and ease; and although not seeing very 
clearly how this state of things is to be altered, 
till almost any attempt to disturb it is looked on 
with a kindly eye, and even to some extent wel-

Among the possessors of slaves who were the 
most noted for their kindness and benevolence was 
the late Princess Zeinoub Hanoum, the daughter 
of the first Viceroy of Egypt, Mehemet Ali. 
During her lifetime she gave monthly allowances 
from two to fifty liras to each of her slaves. She 
had some eighty of them married to respectable 

d gave to each a dowry of from 
£1,000 to 25,000. Before her death, three years 
, she made a will granting freedom to all her 
ves, and distributing to tuem valuable presents 
and settlementa. Many pachas treat their slaves 
with great kindness and generosity.

THE POST OFFICE AND THF WEIGHTS 

AND MEASURES ACi. 

An important question under the Weights and 
Measures Act has been brought up in the Lord 
Chief Justico's Court. The Attorney-general 
moved for a rule nisi for a probibition against 
the justices of the Petty Sessional Division of 
Bromley, Kent, to restrain them from further 
proceeding upon a summons, issued ag»inst the 
postmaster of à town in the county. ‘The point 
raised, he said, affected a number of places in 
the United Kingdom, and had reference to 
the right of inspectors under the Weights and 
Measures Act to inspect the scales delivered by 
the lostmaster-general for the purposes of the 
parcel post. ‘These scales were not used for the 
purposes of trade, and therefore, he submitted, 
did not come under the terms of the Act; but 
there had been conflicting decisions on the subject. 
and this motion was made to raise the point. lf 
the scales were liable to be inspected, £4,000 a year 
would have to be paid by the local authorities. 
The summons was for having possession of a scale 
w hich was false and unjust; but the scales were 
inspected oa behalf of the Postmaster-genaral 
from time totime, and every care taken to see that 
they were accurate.—Their lordships granted a 
rule as asked for.

About eleven o'clock on Monday morning 
witness went to the girl's bed-room, when 
she discovered her insensible on. the floor, 
and from what she saw she had no doubt 
but that she had been delivered of a child. The 
girl was put to bed, and a medical man called in.

In the Queen's Bench Division on Saturday, the 
Lord Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Mathew, 
Sitting as a divisional court, granted a rule 
calling upon Dr. Barnardo to show cause why a 
writ of habaes corpus should not issue dire:ting 
him to bring up Charles Gossage, an infant. 
It appeared that the boy bad been sent to 
Dr. Barnardo’s Home in September, 1853, and 
when the mother wanted tosee him im November, 
she was told that he had been seat to Canada. 
Uhe application bad been before Mr. Justice 
Mathew ut chambers, and as the law then stood 
he felt bound to refuse the application. Since 
then, however, a caso bad beon decided in the 
Court of Appeal which modified the law. The 
child had’ been sent to Canada, and when 
before Mr. Justice Mathew Dr. Barnardo 
said that he had no control over the child 
Mr. Justice Mathew toerefore eaid that he must 
take Dr. Barnardo's word, and therefore he would 
not grant the writ, A yentieman sent he child 
to Dr. Barnardo in September, 1838, and in 
November of that year he was t: ken by a gentl - 
man to Canada. Dr. Barnardo s d that be did 
not know the name of that gentleman nor bis 
address, and he admitted that he omitted to make 
inquiries, so that the mother might not dnd 
the child. Since the appl.cation to Mr. Justice 
Mathew the Court of Appeal nad decided that it 
was no answer to the writ to cay that the child 
was not under the control of the party against 
whom the writ was issued, if it bad been taken 
from proper custody by a wrongful proceeding. 
Mr. Lankester now asked the court to yo a 
step farther, and say that parting with tbe 
3 of the child wae no reason tor not issuing 
tho writ. 


ART IN LONDON BOARD SCHOOLS. 
On Saturday Lady Wolseley distributed at the 
Memorial Hail, Farrimgdon-street, the needlework 
prizes gained in connection with the Board 
Schools’ Exhibition of Drawing and Needlework 
which was noticed in the People when it was beld 
a month or two since.

vance all along the line. Asto the needlework, 
the examiners reported knitting ‘exceilent;’ 
needlework very good,’ while the ' cleanliness 
encited much commendation trom the judges." —

And it useful in designing, it would also ma 
their eyes sure and their touch steady end delicate. 
| For ladies and girls u «nowledge of drawing waa 
of great value iu mating deswus for needlework 
and embroidery, it being most delightful to see 
the latter not only origiualin struction but also 
in colour. How very offen they found thut things 
which were incapable of expression verbally could 
be exactly conveyed by a few strokes of the brush 
or pen. ‘The boys and girls, when working, should 
never forget the object iu view—representing 
truthfully und conscientiously the subject before 
them. Although there was to doubt a waut ot 
space in sonio of the schools, Wuere it was possible 
he advised the students to stand to their 
work, it being much healthier than sitting. 
and besides the free circula. iou ot the blood kept 
the brain bright and clear.

Printing, in the world’s history, was only 
arecent invention, and before that time every 
copy of a book bad to be written. It was quite 
extraordinary, when they thought of the labour 
required in the copying of books, the reasonable 
prices at which thev were sold. ‘line was owing 
to the fact that a large portion of tbe labour was 
unpaid. Most of the copying was done in monas- 
teries by men who made it a part 

their religion and life in this world. The 
Urst printed books were from immovable types. 
Within the last two years we bad beard of a very 


extraordinary machine emanating from America, | 


called the“ Linotype, which set upa line of type 
at once. The maschine was one of the most beau- 
tiful and intere-ting things be had ever seen, and 
he contended that it was calculated to revolu- 
tionise the printing world. He declared that if 
we were to have perfect printing it would 


bave to be done by hand presses, and 
not by machine presses. Hand-made paper 
waa so superior to macbine-made paper. 


After stating that “ proof” reading was oue of 
the moet ditticult things to do etticiently, be went 
on to describe the inaccuracies which had been 
made by proof readers, and gave some very 
amusing mistakes that had been made. He 
stated that the late Dean Stanley's writing was 
one of the worst that printers ever bad to read. 
Mistakes, however, would occur, and if 
angels were to come down trom heaven 
thes would make some mistakes. ‘here was a 
most curious touch between the publie and 
books. Critics could not seriously interfere with 
their circulation. Sometimes the critics to à wan 
were in favour of a certain book, but it did not 
** go; and sometimes the critics to à man were 
against a book, but it" went." It was the pubiic 
who stated whether a book was wanted or not. 
With very few exceptions a Look's fate 
was sealed in the first few weeks. He concluded 
by describing what became of books, stating that 
a great many of them were pulped down,” and 
all the print washed out of them. and toen sent 
to the papermakers for the purpose of making 
paper for other books.—A vote of thanks to the
